Gas Explosion 
Fatal to 6 


Photographs Dios 
Trying To Got Photo 


ALLENTOWN, Pa. (AP) — A 
darkroom technician who wanted 
to be a newspaper photographer 
stopped on his way home from 
work to take pictures of a gas 
main explosion. Minutes later, he 
and five other curious spectators 
lost their lives in a second blast. 
Lester S Kraft Jr. 29, a camera 
bug hired last September by the 
Allentown 
Call-Chromcle, 
w a s 
driving home late Saturday night 
after work. As he reached the out­ 
skirts of this southeastern Penn­ 
sylvania city, he saw a huge jet 
of flaming gas shoot up through 
the street paving from a broken 
main. 
He parked and ran with his 
cam era to the front porch of the 
120-year-old Mountainville Hotel, a 
good spot from which to see the 
spectacular fire. Others also had 
gathered on the porch, or near it, 
to watch. 
Minutes later the second explo­ 
sion ripped the building apart. 
Tons of brick and stone buried the 
six victims. Twenty-three others 
were injured, two critically. 
The second blast was followed 
by a series of lesser explosions as 
leaking gas ignited in the streets 
around the hotel. 
The operators of the hotel, ac­ 
tually a tavern with living quar­ 
ters on the second floor, were Mr. 
and Mrs. George Andresack. Mrs.

Bulls Bid Up Prices, 
Optimistic about 
Business in 1959

W YORK fAF) — There are

The profit trend is on the up­ 
grade at sear end after a sharp 
drop in the first months of 1958 
What Wall Street is scanning the 
reports to find is the strength of 
the trend and the chances of its 
continuing.

Guide to Slick Driving 


Ice and snow on the roads make winter 
the most hazardous season for motorists 
in the northern two-thirds of the nation. 
Those who drive as fast on such surfaces 


a s they normally do on dry concrete or as­ 
phalt are taking unnecessary aisles 
There is no way of beating this rule. 
Chains will hold down skidding and m ake 
for quicker stopping, but a driver will not 
be as s a f e on ice or snow with chains as 
lie would be on dry pavements without 
them. 
A danger is that chains or snow tires will 
tend to mak ' a driver over-confident. Test­ 
ed and approved rules for safe driving on 
snow and ice are: 
Get the "feel” of the road, adjust speed 
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to road and weather conditions, keep the 
windshield and windows clear, use tire 
chains for severe snow and ice conditions, 
"pum p” the brakes to stop, and follow 
other vehicles at a safe distance. 
In. fact, all of these rules—with th e e x ­ 
ception of putting on chains—apply to dry 
roads as well as wet or icy road surfaces.

You don’t hear much about can­ 
cer of the breast among men. And 
while this is true because it is a 
com paratively rare disease, espe­ 
cially when compared with the in­ 
cidence crf female breast cancer, it 
does occur. 
Moreover, it g e n e r a l l y pro- 
| gresses 
undetected for a 
much 
ionger 
period — an 
average 
of 
about two and one third years — 
than 
a 
similar c a n c e r 
in 
a 
wom an. 
I think all men, and those past 
fifty especially, should be familiar 
with the early symptoms and the 
progress of the disease. 
Generally, cancer of the breast 
strikes men between the ages of 52 
and 61, although there is at least 
one case on record in which a 12- 
year-old boy was a 
victim. 
But 
this is an exception to the rule. 
You would think that any tumor 
at this site would be noticed quick­ 
ly, since there is virtually no fatty 
tissue to hi Ie it. 
Unfortunately a 
delay of four or more years before 
such tum ors are reported is not un­ 
common. And there is a record of 
one m an who had a tumor for 44 
years before it was found. 
There are two main reasons for 
this. 
For one thing, breast tumors in 
men 
grow 
at 
a 
comparatively 
slower rate than do similar tu­ 
mors in women. For another, men 
wait considerable longer to report 
sym ptom s to doctors 
Unfortunately, 
they sometimes 
wait too long. 
Generally, a mass 
swelling 
is 
the earliest recognizable symptom 
of male breast cancer. 
Although ulceration of the nipple 
and retraction of the overlying skin 
and the nipple are also character!* 
tic sym ptom s (rf cancer, they oc­ 
cur less frequently. 
Dimpling when c o u p l e d with 
skin changes is also a 
common 
symptom. 
Either a serious or bloody dis­ 
charge from the nipple is an early 
symptom in about 75 per . ent of 


the cases and often is the f i r s t 
sym ptom . 
Pain, or more probably a sensa­ 
tion of discomfort, often occurs. 
As I always like to point out, 
these symptoms do not necessarily 
mean cancer. But they do m ean a 
doctor should be consulted quickly 
In most cases 
of male 
breast 
cancer, surgery is indicated.

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DiSalle Plans 
Spending Eased 


On Actual Need 


'Wants' To Get Little 
Consideration from 
Incoming Governor 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A D — The 
incoming Democratic administra­ 
tion of Michael V DiSalle will put 
the emphasis on needs. 
The governor elect 
made that 
policj clear in discussing plans to 
take over state operations from 
GOF Gov. C. William O'Neill Jan. 
12. 
Drawing a distinction between 
wants and needs, DiSalle said: 
“ I don t think you can operate 
government according to wants be­ 
cause you may not be able to af­ 
ford them. 
“ But needs should be taken care 
of. These are minimums that you 
can’t get away from. I'm not go­ 
ing to disregard them no matter 
what happens.” 
Politicos professed to see in the 
observations a touch of what help 
ed DiSalle to a record-smashing 
election plurality. They noted t^at 
DiSalle carefully avoided any com­ 
ment on possible new or increased 
taxes. He said the tough financial 
picture was under study. 
O’Neill, throughout his two year 
administration, 
stressed controls 
over state spending to avoid more 
taxes He pointed to record high­ 
way and institutional builduig pro­ 
grams as promised major accom­ 
plishments. 
Expanding his theme of caring 
for needs, DiSalle said there has 
been a “ great deal of dissatisfac­ 
tion” in 
spending 
levels main­ 
tained for mental hygiene. 
He asserted the levels were min­ 
imum in many instances and that 
many areas were understaffed. 
“ I am not prepared to accept 
existing levels if it means hard­ 
ship and suffering,” DiSalle added. 
He said needs of state depart­ 
ments will be reviewed and priori­ 
ties set. with mental health and 
aid for the aged at the top. 
“ A good administrator must re­ 
view each department to see what 
it is there for,” DiSalle explained. 
“ You can’t let a finance director 
make the philosophy. He wants 
them to operate within a financial 
level.” 
John A. Skipton. O’Neill’s fi­ 
nance director replied that spend-

Negro Cleric 
Defies Ban on 
Bus Boycott 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP) — A 
Negro minister defied police warn­ 
ings Sunday and urged Negroes to 
boycott 
segregated 
Birmingham 
buses. 
The Rev. F. L. Shuttlesworth 
told his congregation: “ You sin 
when you yi?ld to the bus com­ 
pany’s sin of segregation. I call 
upon you to use passive resistance 
to defeat this evil.” 
He was one of 20 Negro min­ 
isters who had said they would 
use their Sunday sermons to de­ 
nounce Birmingham’s bus segre­ 
gation law. Apparently most of 
them used some variation of thin 
topic. 
No one was arrested although 
Police Commissioner Eugene Con­ 
ner warned recently that anyone, 
“white or black.” leading an at­ 
tempt to boycott Birmingham bus­ 
es would be jailed. 
Shuttlesworth was recently con­ 
victed of violating the city’s bus 
seating law and sentenced to 90 
days in jail and a HOO fine. He 
has filed an appeal. Twelve other 
Negroes also were convicted and 
received suspended sentences.
